From the above it is evident thet ta-day, at 
the mom- nt of writing tvis, in spite ¢/ a Gov- 
ernmont,s’atement in. the House of Commons, 
British subj-cts are unable t - demand a permit 
to rive in Chiva, except under regulations which 
the Ministers themsolves have rejected. With 
these lett ers before us there is no.noed of farther 
evidence to prove the facttbat the Mackey Treaty, 
as fnr as this subject at any rate is concerned, 14. 
utterly ineffective. Last us remember that in the 
Mackay Treaty, aigned in 1902, Chins ontered 
into solomn engagements to initiste . and 
conclude within one year from tho signing of

AMERICA’S CHINA TRADE 
‘THREATENED.

i Times gives a eomewhat 
+ of. the: Chinose decision to 
boycott American goods. It reports :— . . 

The Chinese gentry have chosen’ au oppor- 
tune time in which to put on ‘record a 
strenuous protest agains the exclusion of their 
netionals from the Unit.l States, Doring.the 
past year there bas been 3 remarkable’ orer- 
production of American wares, particularly 
cotton piece goods, and the American exporter 
bas cast Jongiog eyes upon Chins a8 a desirable 
field to unload goods upon. At the same time, 
the American Goverament is about to prohibit 
the entry of not only. the labouring claezes, but 
le merchants and students. 

The trade between “China aid America is 
large and steadily increasing. Many Chinese 
m-rehants have financial interest in the large 
Oriontal hongs in America, which often 
pec-ssitates u visit to that country. If tho 
President should sign the present bill, in many 
cases the business in-America would of necessity 
have to ba left to others. : 

To protest against the signing of this act, 
one of the most notable native conventions ever. 
hold in China assembled in the Canton Guild 
‘Hall at Shanghai’ on May 12th. There were 
present bankers and native merchant princes 
from almost every province in China, numberivg 
over 500 persons. it was a calm, dignified and 
deliborative body.

THE HANKOW TEA SEASON, 


CAUTION To BUYERS. 

* The N.G. Daily News say:—It will bo in 
the recollection of all those interested in the 
article, that though the opening of the maket 
Jast- year was attended by little or no ox- 
citomont, yet buyers exhibited unwonted aniziotY 
to fill their orders, which wero chiefly for 
common tens: at a price that subsequently 
torned out to be too full, viz 6d. por b.j a 
courso of action based only on the beliof that 
Russia, unable to get her usnal supply direct by 
reason of the oxigencies of war, would be com- 
polled to havo rocoursets the London market. To 
some extent this expectation was fulfillod, but not 
to that anticipated, for the direct: oxport to the 
United Kingdom which reached the large total 
of 25,500,000 Ibs., was only lessaned by tho re- 
export of 13,000,090 Ibs, thas making the not ship- 
meats to London 12,500,000 1bs., a quantity even

“Wenchow teas are even worse than uenal, which 
ia saying a good deal. But from Hankow, on the 
other hand, comes the more acceptable news 
that the crop is superior to that of last season, 
and much stronger in the cup, Little hos been 
heard of the Kinkiang teas, but it is expected 
that despite the fact thet there are more ten 
hongs in the Keemun district this yenr, the 
total output will be smaller than usual, 1 
loss than last year. The noticeable feature in 
the list of the Hunan native tea hougs ‘is the 
grent increase in those producing the common- 
est Oonshme, Shunten,Lielivg, Kokew, us also 
the lower Oopacks. There is, therefore, every 
promise of s superabundsnut supply of common 
fea, ond thongh ‘the total North China yield 
will possibly prove tu be ten per cent. less than 
last yoar, 1905 will probably be chalk-marked 
as the largest ‘common tea” season ever 
known. Therefore, if there be aught of value 
in this homily, buyers wonld not be unwise to
